ALEINATION SUIT IS FILED 

Tragedy Follows Whei Men 
Meet On Main 
Street. 

Cadiz, Ky.. May 8.— Eugene Wil- 
son shot and instantly killed Lee 
Humphries on .Main street here at 4 
o'clock Saturday p. m. The shooting 
was without prelude in the way of 
words, it is alleged, Wilson stepping 
up to Humphries and began firing. 
The tragedy occurred just outside Mc- 
Carty's drug store. Following the 
first shot Humphries, wlw is said to 
have been unarmed, ran into the 
store Wilson tired twice more after 
Humphries got inside. All the bul- 
lets went true and Humphries fell 
dead on the floor. He fell between 
William Dufin and Dug Cmie, who 
narrowly escaped l)etng sllOt ^Hkon 
was arrested. 

There had been trouble of long 
standing between the men. A few 
weeks ago Wilson filed snitfor $5,000 
■AS damages against Humphries, charg- 
ing the latter with having alienated 
his wife's affeetiona. 

Humphries was an infhiential fhrm- 
er and unmarried. 

Wilson was arrestetl before the 
third report of his pistol had died out. 
Deputy Sheriff Charley Humphries, a 
distant relative of the dead man, was 
next door to the drug store and he 
ran out and seized Wilson. The lat 
ter submitted quietly and was imme- 
diately taken to JaiL 

He has made no statement regard- 
ing the affair. The shooting, taking 
place in the heart of the business sec- 
tion, just acroaa the street from the 
courthouse, created an intenM excite- 
ment. 

Public sentiment seems to lean to 
Humphries, than whom there was no 
more popular or highly respected 
citizen of the county. He is survived 

by his brother, George Humphries, 
ani^an unmarried sister, with whom 
lie made his home.

He was also an uncle of Adrian C. 
Humphries, promfTient young attor- 
ney of Louisville. It is said that for 
the past three or four months Mrs. 
Wilson and her three or four chil- 
dren have been making their home 
with her mother, a wkiow, who lives 
near this place. Neither Wilson nur 
Humphries had ever been involved in 
any serious trouble before. Humph- 
ries was a member of the Woodmen 
of the World Lcnlge, and the funeral 
services, wliicli took place at the 
Humphries family burying gronud 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock, were

Cauliflower has a distinctive flavor, 
BUggeBtlng cabbngp somewhat, but 
more deMcate. Whatever the method 
of preparing It for the table, care 
should be taken to preserve aad de- 
velop Its flavor and to keep the creamy 
white oeior which Is so attractive. 
This BMaaa that It must be cooked 
just long aneogh to insure tenderneaa 
and no tonger. If overcooked, the 
white portion turns dsrk and the flavor 
baSOBea strong and flaally rank. Some 
persons insist that overcooked cauli- 
flower and overcooked eabbage may be 
the eanae of digeatlve dlatuttaaea 
Which Is a« nx*y»**L wa«i thaaa TaM> 
talriaa are properly cooked. 

The following recipes are worth \Xf- 
ing: 

Boiled Cauliflower With Drawn Butp 
ter.— Place the cauliflower, head up. 
In boiling water to which salt has been 
added (one teaspoonfU to • Qiurt of 
water) and cook oatH fuX tender, 
which Bbould require for a medium- 
sized cauliflower about one-half, hour. 
Then remove whole to a hot dl^ and 
serve with melted butter. Sometimes 
the head Is wrapjied In cheesecloth be- 
fore being cooked to make sure that 
the delicate flowerets are not broken 
off. If the leaf stalks are cooked with 
the head, serve in auch a way that 
ear h person receives a portion of both 
head and leaf. 

Creamed Cauliflower. — The cauli- 
flower cooked ns above may he served 
with a cream sauce, and the dish looks 
particularly well when the head Is left 
whole and the sauce Is poured over It. 
If more convenient, however, It may 
be broken up into small portions, 
which should be arranged neatly in 
the dish and then covered with the 
sauce. 

Cream Sauce. — This kind of sauce 
(so often served with vegetables) 
should be made rather thick for cauli- 
flower, as follows: One cupful milk, 
two tahiespoonfuis buiier, tv»o table- 
spoonfuls flour, one half teaspoonful 
salt and one fourth teaspoonful pegper 
Heat the milk over boiling water; beat 
the butter and flour to a cream and 
tir Into the hot milk. Cook flve min- 
utes, then add salt and pepper. 

In this and the other dishes referred 
to salt and pepper can be added as 
desired.

The "Sick 
Man of Europe," the weakest m( in 
bar of the Teutonic alUaace, hai

In each of these c:tmpaii/ns against 
Turkey the British almost succeeded 
The tMttleships almost pounded . their 
way through the Dardnaelles— and 
stopped at the moment of triumph. 
The army, after the wonderful land- 
ng at Suvtai Bay, almost cut across 
the GaUpoli peninsida— and were 
stopped only by their own fears and 
lack of supplies. The Tigris expedi- 
tion almoet took Bagdad— and was 
cangbt and captured. Every time a 
brilliant victory has been just missed, 
because uf ine.xcusable bunt^lint;. 

It seems incomprehensible that the 
Britiab abouki have failed ao aignally 
in Meeopotamia.

There are still numbers of Ameri- 
cans who are under the misapprehen- 
sion that the Mexican is some kind of 
negro, or, at least, that thefe is a 
strong inforion of African blood, as 
in Haitt Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. Not only is there 
less African blood in Mexico than in 
the United States, in proportk>n to 
population, but there ia leaseven after 
you have etfaninated our bkck \Milt 

Many better informed persons re- 
fer to the native Mexicans as Indians, 
but they are not Indians — as we know 
Indians. True, here and there in the 
mountainous regions are found tribes 
of semi-savayes who compare with 
the native peopljp of what is now the 
United States. Bat they figure in 
national affairs little more than our 
own pureblood Cherokees, et. al., 
figure here. When the Spanish con- 
queror came the bulk of the aborig- 
inal Mexicana were not savages, but 
a civilized people, as far removed 
from the wild nomads of North Amer- 
ica as the white races themselves. 

This, aboriginal Mexkan element 
is variously eathnated as represent- 
int,' from one-third to one-half the 
population — by some guessers even 
more. It has furnished some of the 
most learned schohuv and exalted 
patriots celebrated in Mexican his- 
lory. The t.;reater part of the re- 
maining population is made up of 
mixed Spaniah and aboriilaal bkwd, 
trofhis. which is derived the term, 
"Spanish- American. " It is to this 
mixture of European and Aztec that 
ia attributed the peculiar traita of the 
"Speniah-Americain" character, and 
the sup|)osedly woeful inferiority of 
our neii,'lii)iirs to the southward.
